The San Francisco Police Department (SFPD) received your Immediate Disclosure requests, dated April

devices) of any of the following: 

R1. all requests (including all follow-ups) made under the California Public Records Act from December 
1, 2018 to December 31, 2018. In all cases, we are referring to requests made to SFPD regardless of 
whether CPRA, FOLA, Sunshine Ordinance or others were cited by the requestor. 

R2. all of the SFPD responses (including all responsive records, and regardless of the date) to items in R1 
R3. all requests (including all follow-ups) made under the California Public Records Act from January 1, 
2019 to January 31, 2019 

R4. all of the SFPD responses (including all responsive records, and regardless of the date) to items in R3 
R5. all requests (including all follow-ups) made under the California Public Records Act from February 1, 
2019 to February 28, 2019 

R6. all of the SFPD responses (including all responsive records, and regardless of the date) to items in R5

On April 19th, the SFPD informed you that your request was not simple, routine, or otherwise readily 
answerable and it was considered a standard public records request that allows SFPD up to 10 days to 
respond. 






On April 26th, the SFPD invoked the extension of time to respond pursuant to Government Code section 
6253(c) because of the need to consult with another division of the agency. 

On May 9th, the SFPD provided you with responsive reports of public records requests submitted to the 
Department for the time frame requested. Further, we informed you that your request was extremely 
voluminous and burdensome and we asked if you would kindly prioritize the requests you seek 
responsive records for by providing us with the requests’ associated reference number. Finally, we also 
provided you with the SFPD’s production to reference no. P007191. Request for “...a list of every 
California Public Records Act request made from Jan. 1 to the date of this request that falls under the 
parameters of SB 1421.” 

In return, the SFPD received your compromise proposal for the following: 

Updated Public Records request 

You requested, “SFPD releases to us those responses from the list you sent us for which SFPD has 
already released records under SB 1421, starting with the most recent such response and working 
backward. Specifically this includes any request whose description or body includes any of these case- 
insensitive keywords: "1421" "SB1421" "misconduct" 

"dishonesty" "shooting" "beating" "use of force" "internal affairs" "internal investigation" "sexual 
assault" "perjury" "falsification" "camera" "bodycam" "body-worn" "body worn."” 

The SFPD is providing you with all the responsive records it has released on an incremental or rolling 
basis pursuant to Senate Bill 1421, to date.

• Penal Code § 832.7(b)(5)(A) - personal data or information, such as a home address, telephone 
number, or identities of family members, other than the names and work-related information of 
peace and custodial officers. 

• Penal Code § 832.7(b)(5)(B) - to preserve the anonymity of complainants and witnesses. 

• Penal Code § 832.7(b)(5)(C) - to protect confidential medical, financial, or other information of 
which disclosure is specifically prohibited by federal law or would cause an unwarranted invasion 
of personal privacy that clearly outweighs the strong public interest in records about misconduct 
and serious use of force by peace officers and custodial officers. 

• Penal Code § 832.7(b)(5)(D) - disclosure of the record would pose a significant danger to the 
physical safety of the peace officer, custodial officer, or another person. 

• Penal Code § 832.7(a) - except as provided in subdivision (b), the personnel records of peace 
officers and custodial officers and records maintained by any state or local agency pursuant to 
Section 832.5, or information obtained from these records, are confidential and shall not be 
disclosed in any criminal or civil proceeding except by discovery pursuant to Sections 1043 and 
1046 of the Evidence Code. 

• Penal Code § 11105 et. seq. - CORI data (personal identifiable criminal history) and CLETS data 
(California Law Enforcement Telecommunications Systems). 

• California Government Code Section 6254(1), which exempts from disclosure records of 
complaints to, investigations conducted by, intelligence information or security procedures of, and 
investigatory or security files compiled by local police agencies. 

• California Code of Civil Procedure § 129 - photographs of the body, or any portion of the body, of 
a deceased person, taken by or for the coroner at the scene of death or in the course of a post mortem 
examination or autopsy. 

Finally, the SFPD interprets your public records request as fulfilled, as the attached documents are the 

two production sets that have been released in response to requests made under Senate Bill 1421, to date.
